The Borean of Labor has iMoed a bulletin 
on the cost of living of workingmen^s families, 
showing that of -J.oBT families in thirty>three 
states, from whom data was ol>tained, the aver- 
age income per family was *n-J7.1'.I: average 
exi)enditure for all purposes, !i»7t).s.r)4 ; average 
expenditure per family for food, $336.90, and 
the average sise of family, 5.S1 persona. The 
last figure is seven-tenths above avvrage of 
private fiunilies in the whole country, as shown 
bv the census of 19()0. The food expense is 
more than per cent, of the expenditures for 
all purposes. An extended investigation cov- 
ering the years 1890^1902 shows that the cost 
of food rsftched its highest in 1(K)3, the aver* 
age then being lo.f ]»er cent. aV)ove the aver- 
age for the decade l.Hi>0-l s«»<>, and an inc'rease 
of lt».l j)er cent., oomjinred with I^'.m;, the 
yeiir of lowest prices. It is announced as a 
conservative conclusion that the increase in the 
eott of living, as a whole, in > 1902, when com- 
pared with the year of lowest prices, was not 
over 16.1 per cent., the figure given as the in- 
creased cost of food, as shown by this inves- 
tigation. This assumes, of course, always the 
purchase of the same articles and the same 
quantities in yean of low prices, low wages, 
and nan or less irregalar employment, and in 
years of higher prices, higher wages and steady 
raijkWyinent

At Frozen Precinct, the laigest B^ublican 
Precinct in the county, there was a very (juiet, 
orderly election, with a very large vote polled, 
the Republicans sweeping everything before 
them, and even the Democrats adnutting that 
the Precinct had given at least KM) Republican 
majority. Just at 4 o'clock, according to the 
report, the Beckham .'*oldioi"s from .lackson 
marchfxl into the voting room, ordered the Ue- 
publican election officers ont at the point of the 
bayonet, and proceeded to superintend the count 
of the vote to suit themselves and the Democratic 
election officers. They counted all night, but 
did not announce the result, and carried tht; 
ballot-box and returns to Jackson. Several 
days afterwards it was given out from Jackson 
that Colonel Belkitap and the Bepnblican state 
ticket had carried Frosen Plecinct by 94 nm 
jority, but that Judge Ridokm., the Hargis 
candidate for Circuit Jinb/f "ind the rest of the 
Democratic' local ticket. h;ul rai ried the I*r(>rinct 
by a majority ranging froiu lo to 100, which is 
an absurdity on its face, when practically the 
only scratching was done by Democrats who 
voted for Beckham and the state ticket and for 
the Republican candidates for Circuit Judge, 
Commonwealth's Attorney and county (offices.

The ("UKgection that tho "Ncprn Question" he eolvrd in 
K«Diucky by enacting an educational qualification for vo- 
ters, mslceg it tnttw aH iig to knowcxMtly bow goob t law 
wouhl affect the whole voting populaticin. An educational 
quatificAtion would, ol course, have to apply to all voters 
alike. Acoordiag to the ceneas of 1900, Ibere were 548,* 
males of voting age in Kentiirky. Of these 469,2(Mi 
were white and 74,728 were Negroes. According to the 
decenniAl rate of increAse birtween 1890 and 1900 the totAl 
number of malcR of votins ape now would he r>68,47.'5. 
Of these 490,820 are while and 78,090 are Negroes. 

There were In 1900 66,817 white illitemtefl ol votiiiK age, 
and 36,990 Negro illiteratrt; i,f voting age. The increase 
since then is not material, the whites now being about 
88,000 and the Negroee shoot 88,000. Of eoarae, the 
nuiaber of illiteratofl who do not vote is li:rge, and it is 
perbApa reaaoDAble to Assume that at least 60% of the il* 
literatea of both ncee do not YOte. An edoeaUoiiAi qoAli* 
fication would leave about 422,000 whites Of TOUdk tie 
And About 40,000 Negroea of voting age. 

It ii A eariona lAct that, while the total popalAtioo of 
Kentucky Khows t Negro for every 6Vi white perBons, the 
ratio of Negro to white voters is 1 to IH. In the recent 
election \n the dtiea kntf' towaa the ITiigfo vole irae well 
divided. Thousands did not vote at all, in fact, and yet 
their names were voted for them by hired repeAters of 
their own reee, just as the Damee of white voters were so 
voted. It is not probable that 30,000 Negro votes were 
actually cast in the whole etate, end these were not aU on 
the Repabliean side, simply beeattee DO national issties 
were invoIve<l. 

Tbe "Negro (Question" will not be solved bj an educA- 
tiooAl qualiflCAtion thAt will leave the fntneblae in the 
hands of 40,<J00 Negro voters. As a practical question of 
race prejudice, 40,000 blAck votera are quite as objection- 
Able as 80,000 bhck voters. Tbe protect is not agAinst 
Nesru ignnranre; there are more white voters in number 
with the same ignorance; the protest is a iacIaI one, 
fonnded opon color and previous elaae conditiona and 
prejudices. The ignorance and degradation of Negro 
voters are, of course, much greater in proportion to their 
aombera than amoof wklle vMm, bal the dlmlaakion of 
tath tb<B9 iriU not reacft iU M pt^adtot 9t tay.
